CLEMENCEAU AND THE LEAGUE. 


Georges Clemenceau has taken care to 
explain that his St. Louis address was not a 
plea to the United States 
to 
enter 
the 
League of Nations. The Tiger does well to 
make himself clear on this point. 
There is 
no sense in sacrificing for the 
sake of a 
name the progress that he has made. The 
name of the organization 
by 
means of 
which America could cooperate wTith Eu­ 
rope is of minor importance in his mind 
just as it is in most other minds. 
There are two policies— cooperation and 
non-cooperation or isolation. 
Heretofore 
we have followed the latter policy. Clemen­ 
ceau washes us to abandon this and adopt 
the other. 
Whether we do it by joining 
the League or in some other way is imma­ 
terial to him. 
Undoubtedly the 
sensible 
plan would be to join the League since it is 
already in existence. 
But there is so much 
blind and 
fanatical 
opposition 
to the 
League on the part of certain politicians 
and certain groups that to insist on that 
method would be 
to 
raise 
needless ob­ 
stacles in the way of the change which he 
advocates. 
A practical man, Clemenceau 
deals with realities. 
The Harding admin­ 
istration cannot and will not put the United 
States in the League of Nations. 
But the 
Harding administration can drop the policy 
of non-cooperation and adopt the policy of 
cooperation, and 
that is what 
the Tiger 
w ants and w hat most sensible Americans 
want, and what is likely in due time to hap­ 
pen because the administration cannot for­ 
ever resist the logic of facts* and the pres­ 
sure of enlightened public opinion. 
When it has happened, the next step will 
undoubtedly be membership in a society of 
nations which, if it be not this same League 
modified as experience has suggested will 
be a lineal descendant of it. 
The League 
advocates may well rest content w ith that 
prospect, amounting to a practical certain­ 
ty.

localities along the 
nation’s boundaries 
have been incorporated in the federal aid 
highway system, so it is announced from 
Washington. 
If the government offers as­ 
sistance in road 
construction 
anywhere, 
theoretical military highways certainly de-' 
serve consideration. Congress really could 
alford to be more liberal with cooperative 
projects of this nature than toward the con­ 
struction of interior roadways that mean 
less to national defense. 
Good roads radi­ 
ating from strategic points «long a menac­ 
ed boundary are so necessary to the oper­ 
ations of an army their value will not be 
challenged from 
any 
quarter. 
Without 
such facilities we might find ourselves com­ 
pletely at the mercy of invaders. America’s 
boundaries lack much of being sufficiently 
protected in this respect. 
In studying out the nation’s needs along 
this line the general 
staff 
devoted three 
years to an excellent purpose and it is hop­ 
ed the highway system it has in mind will 
be realized. As we understand it, the plan 
does not specify routes for these roads from 
vital border points so much as designating 
interior points to be connected. Hence, in­ 
clusion of this program in the general fed­ 
eral aid scheme promises no interference 
with the construction of roads for general 
and normal purposes. 
The same highways 
that we need some day for national defense 
could be used meanwhile for pursuits of 
peace. 


ASK WILLIAM. 


“There is no doubt,’’ says Dean Inge of 
St. Paul’s, London, “that Mr. Wilson dis­ 
liked this country (England) and did all 
he could to keep America out of the war/* 
This is by far the most startling of the 
several new things that we have learned 
about Mr. Wilson of late. 
While the war 
was going on, a favorite

among

was the charge that he was pro-British.

was steeped in English

A direct saving of

DISOBEYING THE VOTERS. 
A situation 
has 
arisen 
in New York 
which is of interest outside that state be­ 
cause it is often paralleled elsewhere. 
In 
the recent campaign Alfred E. Smith, the 
democratic candidate for governor, made 
water power development a leading issue, 
holding that the water 
powder 
privileges 
should not be given to private companies, 
but should be retained by the state for de­ 
velopment 
hy 
the 
state. 
Mr. Smith, as 
everyone knows, was elected by an over­ 
whelming majority. Now, however, the re­ 
publican New York Water Power Commis­ 
sion is utilizing the brief time which re­ 
mains to it to distribute 
valuable 
water 
power concessions to private concerns. 
It 
will leave office on January 1 to be suc­ 
ceeded by a commission under democratic 
control, but before that time it can dispose 
of many valuable concessions. 
In a situation of this sort what can or 
should be done? 
Of 
course, 
the water 
power question was not the only issue of the 
campaign, yet it was sufficiently próminent 
to warrant the conclusion that in voting for 
Smith the people voted against private con­ 
trol of water powers. 
They have spoken, 
but their wishes are being disregarded. Is 
there any proper remedy, any legitimate 
means by which they can effectively pro­ 
tect themselves? 
Governor-elect Smith has addressed to 
the New York attorney general, wrho is a 
member of the water power commission, a 
protest which is at once vigorous, dignified 
and logical. 
But in his letter he goes no 
further than to request that “the decision 
of the people at the polls” be respected and 
he says nothing to suggest that 
steps be 
taken to compel respect for it. 
The water 


i power commission can ignore his protest if 
it so desires and it will almost certainly do 
so. 
Now very much this same sort of thing 
I is constantly happening in other states, and 
* therein lies the general interest of the New’ 
York affair. 
Between elections and actual 
inductions into office, executives and ad­ 
ministrative and legislative bodies often im­ 
prove the time that is left to them by doing 
exactly what the people at the polls told 
them not to do. 
Just now we have been 
witnessing an illustration of this on a na­ 
tional scale. 
An administration just re­ 
pudiated at the polls has been attempting 


t to put through a congress, which also wras 
repudiated and which will soon go out of 
office, a program which, to say the least, 
failed to receive the endorsement of the 
voters in the recent election. 


AMERICA TAKES A STAND. 
Late, very late— months and years after 
it ought to have 
been 
done— the United 
States has made 
its voice 
audible in the 
councils of the nations in behalf of world 
readjustment and peace. 
The administra­ 
tion instructed Ambassador Child at Lau-1 
sanne to declare America’s position with re­ 
gard to two questions of vital importance, í 
and Ambassador Child, our principal rep- j 
resentative at the Lausanne conference, has 
done this. 
He stated in the plainest lan- t 
guage America’s demand for freedom of 
the Straits— the Dardanelles and the Bos­ 
phorus; and he has 
affirmed 
America’s 
strong disapproval of the w holesale depor­ 
tations of Christians w’hich the Turks are : 
threatening to carry out. 
Everywhere this will be recognized as a 
striking departure from the policy which 
the administration has hitherto pursued— 
the policy of aloofness from the non-partici­ 
pation in the affairs of Europe except in re­ 
gard to matters affecting directly and im­ 
mediately our material interests. 
This is 
not oil diplomacy, but something much big­ 
ger and beHer. We are again taking an in­ 
terest in the great problem which the war 
left to mankind— the problem of readjust­ 
ing and repairing the machinery of civiliza­ 
tion so that it w’ill work smoothly once 
more. We are again sitting in council with 
j the other civilized nations, from which w’e 
have so long held aloof. 
We are again, as 
a government, dealing w ith world questions 
with which for months w’e have refused to 
have anything to do. 
So far so good. If our action at Lausanne 
is not a mere “flash in the pan,” but is the 
beginning of a new and continuous policy 
on the part of the administration, it is the 
most heartening thing that has happened 
in months. 
Affairs have gone from bad to 
worse, and the problem is a far more tan­ 
gled and difficult 
one 
because we have 
been so tardy in exerting the influence and 
leadership which we commanded. 
Those 
who have been responsible for our disas­ 
trous delay should not be lightly forgiven; 
and it still remains to be seen whether the 
administration is prepared to help accomp­ 
lish the aim w’hich it has endorsed— 
whether it will permit America to assume 
her share of the responsibility for main­ 
taining the freedom of the Straits by ac­ 
cepting membership in the international 
commission w’hich is to control them for 
the common good. 
Having gone as far as it has, it would 
seem that the administration must go fur­ 
ther. We have found our voice at last. 
It 
is hardly to be supposed 
that 
we have 
spoken w ithout intent to support what we 
have said.

From Popular Mechanics. 
Believing that the work of a policeman 
is a technical profession and not a “job,” 
and that the proper application of science 
and education to police problems will effec­ 
tually prevent “crime waves,” the police 
department of the city of Berkeley, Cal., 
under the guidance of Chief August Voll- 
mer, has made a remarkable record in re­ 
cent years in crime control and crime pre­ 
vention. 
Some of the w’ork of his men reads like 
fiction.

Caves, skin tents, huts of woven 
reeds covered with 
clay, 
and 
log 
cabins—these 
were 
some 
of 
the 
dwellings of early men. 
There was still another kind—the 
house of stone. 
So far as is known, stone houses 
were not built until the Stone Age 
was almost over. 
You rem em ber 
that 
caves were 
too dark and damp. 
Tents and reed 
huts, on the other hand, were too 
flimsy. They m ust often have blown 
over by strong winds. 
W hen such 
a thing happened during a rainstorm 
you can imagine what a time people 
liad. 
A nother bad thing about huts 
of 
reeds or branches was that 
they 
could so easily 
catch 
fire. 
Since 
there were no stoves, open fires had 
to be built. 
When they were made 
inside the hut, sparks would fly here 
and there—often igniting the walls. 
Fires doubtless swept 
away 
whole 
villages of reed huts from tim e to 
time (as happened also to the log 
buts of I he lake-dwellers ) 
Bright minded persons 
In several 
parts of Europe thought of wavs to 
keep their huts from burning down. 
In some cases, they plastered the 
inside as well as the outside with 
clay. 
If this was well done, it kept 
the sparks from causing fires. 
Although huts w ere 
thus made 
fireproof, they still were not 
proof 
against heavy 
gusts 
of wind. 
To 
meet this problem, too, still better 
ideas were put into use. 
One of 
these ideas whs to build the walls of 
houses of stone. 
The picture will give you a sugges­ 
tion as to how such houses were 
made. 
Scores of stones were gath­ 


ered from all the country round, and 
piled a t a chosen spot. 
Then they 
were placed one above another until 
four strong walls had been erected. 
M ortar was not used to hold 
the 
stones together, but the walls have 
held rem arkably 
well. 
Many 
are 
partly standing even unto this day. 
Over the top of the stone walls, 
Iocs were laid. 
These were covered 
with either clay or sod. 
A hole was 
doubtless left in the roof so smoke 
could escape.

Parker of Louisiana in an addiess in 
which he declared prohibition was 
almost a farce and that the
